I have a question regarding writing/contributing to a non-Bureau publication. At the time I helped co-author the article 
(summer 2009), I was only about four months into my work here at the FBI, and was generally unfamiliar with the 
appropriate process-therefore, I did not check with RMD for review, per the 2005 Prepublication Revfew Manual. I only 
checked with my Security Office for general guidance. Due in part to a miscommunication with the coauthors, Part I was 
published before I realized it had completed the publishing process. 

No FBI information is given in the article--the subject matter was not really my Area of Responsibility, but it does pertain to 
general topic areas that the FBI handles. My contributions to the article consisted of research entirely conducted at my 
home, outside of my Bureau business hours, via information available on the Internet (much of it was self-education with 
Google) and my local public library. The bulk of my research consisted of news articles, press releases, and publicly- 
released government information. None of it was reviewed/edited by other Bureau employees, or any employees of the US 
Government, for that matter.
